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UMass  Dartmouth;  The  Rudolph  Campus 


UMass  Dartmouth  is  a  university  born  in  the 
sixties.  It's  university  status  and  organizational 
style  were  formed  between  the  founding 
of  SMTI  in  1960  and  the  creation  of  SMU  in 
1969.  A  visiting  architectural  historian  would 
reach  the  same  conclusion:  this  building 
complex,  despite,  its  recent  classroom 
additions,  could  have  been  designed  in 
no  other  decade.  When  our  visiting  historian 
approaches  campus,  he  senses  that  he 
is  stepping  back  into  the  past.  It  is  as  if  he 
is  seeing  some  misplaced  space  station 
stuck  in  a  time-warp:  the  year  is  1966. 

In  that  year,  Paul  Rudolph,  then  Chairman 
of  the  School  of  Art  and  Architecture 
at  Yale  University  and  a  well-known  and 
outspoken  architect  of  national  stature, 
oversaw  the  completion  of  the  first  phase 
of  his  master  plan  for  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  Technological  Institute. 


He  would  later,  in  a  talk  delivered  in  1979, 
compared  this  campus  design  with  such 
archetypal  urban  plans  as  Sienna,  Italy.  The 
compelling  integrity  of  its  medieval  town 
square  is  caused  by  the  tower  of  the 
Palazzo  Pubblico  which  throws  an  invisible 
enveloping  canopy  over  the  entire  space 
below.  The  tower  organizes  and  controls  the 
focus  of  the  streets  which  empty  into  the 
square.  In  the  same  way,  he  insists,  the  SMTI 
campus  is  controlled  by  the  campanile  around 
which  the  corridor  between  Group  1  and 
Group  2  pivots  on  its  way  to  the  pond  below. 
Its  greenspace  is  carefully,  systematically, 
removed  from  service  accesses.  This,  Rudolph 
declares,  is  nothing  less  than  the  prototype 
for  town  planning  of  the  future.

This  is  quite  an  ambitious  role  for  a  jumble 
of  cement  columns  and  overhanging  ledges 
we  often  see  as  the  unavoidable  reminder 
of  our  collective  discomfort.  Why  should  these 
buildings,  which  to  some  are  invested 
with  the  sensitivity  of  a  Devil's  Island  Mess 
Hall,  warrant  such  notoriety? 

Ada  Louise  Huxtable,  architectural  critic  for 
the  New  York  Times,  has  observed  that 
architectural  styles  flash  by  our  consciousness 
with  the  rapidity  of  changes  in  hemlines 
in  the  fashion  world.  Fashion  in  building  has 
gone  from  the  Brutalism  of  the  sixties,  to 
the  high-tech  reflective  skin  of  the  seventies, 
to  today's  idiosyncratic  "Post-Modernism." 
The  avant-garde  makes  its  statement,  and, 
having  left  its  most  visible  mark,  moves 
on.  It  is  difficult,  she  says,  to  dump  an  un- 
wanted building  in  a  flea  market.  It 
is  with  us.  UMD,  we  find,  is  part  of  the 
evident  remains  of  Brutalism,  an  architec- 
tural style  characterized  by  rough, 
even  threatening,  surfaces  on  buildings 
made  of  unadormed  cement.  It  is 
the  architect's  primal  scream.

Paul  Rudolph's  most  impressive  building 
complex  remains  the  UMD  campus.  Its  plan 
and  its  "look"  have  influenced  dozens  of 
university  buildings  since  its  initial  design  in 
1 963.  These  imitators  declare  at  once  the 
appropriateness  of  our  campus  to  communal 
design,  and  by  their  thin  packaging,  the 
poverty  of  imitation  by  the  unimaginative. 
What  was  Rudolph  trying  to  do  here 
that  makes  UMD  a  topic  of  discussion  in  the 
ninities,  that  generates  such  imitation,  and 
at  the  same  time,  makes  the  "  look  "  of  UMD 
so  indisputably  of  the  sixties? 

What  makes  this  place  a  current  topic 
of  discussion  is  the  undeniable  "here-ness" 
of  UMD.  Upon  arriving  on  campus,  one  feels 
that  this  is  a  place  unlike  any  other.  A  com- 
pleteness is  felt.  UMD  is  total.  From  any  single 
angle  its  silhouette  changes,  yet  it  remains 
the  same  place.  Its  "look"  is  inescapable.  This, 
of  course,  can  also  be  discomforting. 
But  authors,  egged  on  by  some  scholarly 


compulsion  to  write  about  UMD  have  seen 
the  drama  present  here.  In  1970,  the  giant, 
three  story  interior  spaces  which  so  domi- 
nate our  memory  of  every  building  were 
called  "spiralling  malls"  or  "sky  lobbies"  by 
Sibyl  Moholy-Nagy,  Rudolph's  biographer. 
She  noted  the  thrusting  horizontals  which 
dramatically  violate  the  plate  glass  and 
seem  to  open  every  space  to  the  outdoors. 
This,  she  said,  is  a  constant  reminder 
of  Rudolph's  vision  of  a  building  which 
intentionally  contrasts  "the  vast  void 
of  the  open  landscape  and  the  measured 
ratios  of  instructional  spaces."  UMD  is" 
a  centifugal  environment  maker"  and 
the  place  where  Rudolph's  work  achieves 
"harmonious  totality." 

This  is  strong  stuff  for  a  school  whose 
heating  system  never  seems  to 
correspond  to  the  seasons  and  whose 
narrow  and  sometimes  dark  corridors 
exude  the  heavy  air  of  cement  blocks. 
And  this  is  said  about  these  same 
interior  spaces  which  so  often  draw 
our  criticism.  What  of  the  exterior?

First,  the  circular  plan  of  the  campus  and 
its  parking  lot  mounds  lend  a  touch 
of  Stonehengian  fundamentality.  We  are 
reminded  in  our  approach  that  Rudolph 
doesn't  really  like  to  have  automobiles 
intrude  upon  a  non-mechanistic 
environment.  Another  author,  Robert 
Spade,  writing  in  1971,  suggests  "the 
pedestrian  status  of  the  campus 
center  is...  the  only  means  of  controlling 
rapid  growth."  Despite  the  Brutalist 
simplicity  of  materials  and  means,  he 
is  telling  us  the  campus  is  intended 
to  remain  exclusively  an  environment  for 
humans,  no  matter  how  large  it  gets. 
This  oddly  contradictory  statement  hits 
home  to  those  of  us  who  ihabit  this  place. 
We  are,  at  various  times,  struck  by 
the  harshness  of  our  surroundings,  the 
uncompromising  severity  of  the  surfaces, 
and  at  other  times  compelled  to  admire 
a  set  of  buildings  which  when  seen 
by  night  or  in  the  dramatic  light  of  sunset 
becomes  a  sculptural  statement  in  its 
most  heroic  form.

The  view  between  Group  1  and  Group  2 
is  inviting,  the  campanile  a  focal  point. 
As  one  slowly  navigates  the  ring  road, one 
instinctively  knows  the  master  plan:  a 
circle,  cut  by  an  axis  between  buildings 
and  anchored  at  a  pivotal  point  by 
a  tower.  It  is  simple,  yet  lacks  the  stiff 
symmetry  and  repetition  of  forms 
which  would  cause  boredom.  Just  such 
immediate  comprehension  of  the  organiz- 
ing principle  of  an  architectural  space  is 
what  the  ancient  Greeks  desired  in 
their  buildings.  This  is  the  stuff  by  which 
human  reason,  instinctively  stimulated 
and  confirmed,  is  determined.  Do  we 
confront  here  architecture  systematically 
allied  with  our  own  innate  humanity?

Perhaps  that  is  too  much  to  swallow.  But 
this  is  the  contradiction  we  all  feel.  We 
are  challenged  by  the  innate  logic  of  our 
surroundings,  which  is  something  we 
instinctively  admire.  Some  would  say  that 
we  even  find  beauty  in  this  system  of 
order  once  it  ts  recognized.  At  the  same 
time,  we  see  the  highly  structured 
classroom  spaces  (frozen  chairs  for  frozen 
stares?),  the  day-to-day  dreariness  of 
the  cement  surface,  and  we  despair 
at  the  challenge  to  our  sense  of  comfort 
which  it  represents.  We  are  often 
glad  we  are  transients  here  and  we 
"live"  elsewhere. 


The  images  each  of  us  associates  with 
the  buildings  to  which  we  are  so  closely 
related  are  not  always  so  harsh. 
Nor  are  they  so  often  charged  with  lofty 
reminders  that  we  are  standing  in 
the  mainstream  of  modern  architectural 
history.  Whatever  our  feelings  about 
UMD,  its  buildings  cannot  be  ignored  and 
one  cannot  but  be  aware  of  the  complex 
responses  generated  by  them.  So  Paul 
Rudolph  has  succeeded,  for  he  once  said, 
"a  school  building  that  does  not  provide 
for  its  students  conceptual  images 
unknown  to  the  human  majority,  sells  the 
future  of  society  short  of  its 
environmental  aspirations.  "To  this, 
our  collective  criticism  stands  witness.

The  initial  inspirartion  for  this  Centennial  Logo  was  the 
chambered  nautilis  shell.  The  marine  environment  connection 
is  obvious,  but  the  graceful,  expanding  curves  also  suggest 
the  Euclidean  accuracy  of  math  and  the  language  of  proportion 
in  music  and  art  -  all  relevent  to  the  university  and 
its  continuing  development. 

The  shape  also  reveals-other  meanings,  such  as  the  cornucopia, 
a  horn  of  plenty,  an  ancient  symbol  of  abundance.  This 
relates  nicely  to  the  UMass  Dartmouth  mission  to  develop 
and  disseminate  knowledge. 

As  initial  drafts  emerged  from  the  designer's  computer  showing 
many  different  ways  to  incorporate  the  same  symbol  in  a 
practical  logo,  it  became  obvious  that  the  shape  also  reflected 
the  architectural  plan  for  the  campus  as  seen  from  above. 

The  final  design  is  a  visual  interpretation  of  all  these  thoughts 
in  a  sweeping  format  that  incorporates  the  Centennial  slogan 
and  suggests  a  continuing  outreach  to  the  community.

asked  veteran  Senator  Ted 
Kennedy  as  he  wooed  the 
enthusiastic  capacity  crowd  that 
filled  the  University  of 
Massachusetts  Dartmouth 
Campus  Center  on  Tuesday, 
October  17,  1995. 

The  Senator  visited  UMass 
Dartmouth  as  part  of  an 
aggressive  campaign  that 
included  stops  in  New  Bedford 
and  Boston's  Faneuil  Hall. 
Apparently  these  public 
appearances  along  with 
Kennedy's  32  years  of  senatoria 
experience  paid  off  as  the 
62  year  old  Democrat  defeated 
Republican  candidate  Mitt 
Romney  in  one  of  the 
tighter  races  Kennedy  has  faced 
in  his  political  career. 


Kennedy,  who  arrived  on  campus  at  approximately 
1 1 :40am,  was  greeted  by  an  entourage  that  included 
Chancellor  Peter  Cressy,  Vice  Chancellor  Thomas 
Mulvey,  Dean  of  Students  Donald  C.  Howard,  and 
members  of  the  Student  Senate. 

After  mingling  with  UMass  Dartmouth  representatives 
in  the  Board  of  Trustees  Room,  the  Senator  greeted 
the  anxious  Campus  Center  crowd  awaiting  his  arrival. 


The  UMass  Dartmouth  Student  Senate  showed  their  support  for  Kennedy  by  draping 
the  Campus  Center  with  large  blue  signs  emlazoned  withe  white  letter  declaring, 
"Ted  Kennedy  -  Making  a  difference  in  Massachusetts." 

Kennedy  spoke  passionately  on  a  number  of  topics  including  his  commitment  to 
education,  the  importance  of  youth  in  determining  public  policy  on  issues 
such  as  the  environment,  and  the  economic  plight  of  Massachusetts  during  the 
Bush/Regan  era. 

"In  Massachusetts,  we  have  seen  the  unemployment  [rate]  come  down  by  three 
points  [during  the  Clinton  administration],  "  said  Kennedy.  "We're  making 
some  progress.  And  the  question  is,  "Are  we  going  to  continue  the  progress  that 
we  made?  Are  we  going  to  have  a  period  of  economic  growth  and  stability? 

During  his  speech,  which  was  sometimes  interrupted  by  thunderous  applause, 
Kennedy,  in  an  effort  to  win  students'  votes,  alluded  heavily  to  his  commitment 
to  Massachusetts  educational  programs.  According  to  Kennedy,  Romney  has  stated 
he  wants  to  "abolish  the  whole  Department  of  Education." 

As  his  speech  came  to  a  close,  Kennedy  glanced  up  at  the  many  students  who  were* 
hanging  over  the  Campus  Center's  second  floor  balcony  in  an  effort  to  get 
a  glimpse  of  the  Senator,  and  said,  "  I  need  your  help,  I  need  your  support,  I  need 
your  vote. "

In  their  second  season  under  Coach  Jim 
Cook,  the  Corsairs'  men's  soccer 
team  posted  a  6-8-2  record.  Dan  Sousa 
(Fall  River,  MA)  concluded  his  career 
at  UMass  Dartmouth  by  being  named  to 
the  LEC  All  Conference  First  Team  for 
the  second  straight  season. 
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With  21  underclassmen  on  the 
opening  game  roster,  Coach  Marilyn  Ritz 
knew  she  had  a  young  team  that 
was  going  to  need  some  time  to  develop. 
After  their  first  1 3  games,  UMass 
Dartmouth  was  an  admirable  7-5-1  with 
five  games  remaining  in  the  season. 
But  after  their  2-1  victory  over  Merrimack 
College,  the  Corsairs  were  shut  out 
five  straight  games,  including  a  tough  1-0 
overtime  loss  to  a  strong  Clark  University 
team.  The  scoring  drought  resulted 
in  a  five-game  losing  streak,  closing  out 
the  season  at  7-10-1. 
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The  UMass  Dartmouth  cheerleaders  took 
first  place  at  the  Fourth  Annua 
Invitational  Cheerleading  Competition 
held  this  fall  at  Emerson  College. 
The  Corsairs'  squad,  under  the  direction 
of  Lisa  Cabral  finished  first  in  the 
small  co-ed  college  category. 


Coach  Stephanie  Ponte's  volleyball  team 
posted  its  second  consecutive 
winning  season  with  a  16-14  record.  At 
the  LEC  Tournament  played  at 
Eastern  Connecticut  this  fall,  the  Corsairs 
posted  a  1  -2  set  record  with  a  6-7 
record  in  matches  in  the  four-team 
tournament.  UMass  Dartmouth  dropped 
a  3-2  decision  to  Western  Connecticut, 
defeated  Rhode  Island  College  3-1 
before  losing  3-1  to  the  tournament  host 
and  champion,  Eastern  Connecticut. 
Stephanie  King  (Acton,  MA)  was 
the  Corsairs'  representative  on  the  All- 
Tournament  team. 
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After  winning  25  of  26  games,  going  14- 
0  for  another  ECAC  Central  title,  and 
running  off  17  straight  victories  heading 
into  their  second  straight  ECAC  North- 
Central-South  Championship  game, 
UMass  Dartmouth  fell  one  goal  shy  of 
successfully  defending  the  championship. 
The  top-seeded  Corsairs  saw  their  dreams 
of  a  second  straight  championship 
season  disappear  in  a  thrilling  2-1  over- 
time loss  to  Fitchburg  State  College  at 
Hetland  Arena  in  New  Bedford. 

End  of  the  year  statistics  proved  the 
Corsairs  to  be  the  top  scoring  offensive 
team  in  college  ice  hockey  for  the  '95/'96. 
According  to  the  final  NCAA  statistics  for 
teams  in  Divisions  I,  II  and  III,  UMass 
Dartmouth  scored  an  average  of  6.44 
goals  per  game  (1 74  goals,  27  games)  to 
lead  the  nation 
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After  beating  Bridgewater  State  College, 
73-59,  on  December  7,  1995, 
improving  her  team's  record  to  3-2  on  the 
young  season,  UMass  Dartmouth 
women's  basketball  coach  Cathy 
Houtman  could  have  never  guessed  how 
the  rest  of  her  team's  season  would  turn 
out.  A  rash  of  injuries  to  starters 
and  replacements  depleted  the  Corsairs' 
roster  periodically  throughout  the  season 
and  despite  a  lack  of  players, 
UMass  Dartmouth  came  dangerously 
close  to  upsetting  some  of  the 
top  teams  in  New  England.  In  the  end, 
however,  the  Corsairs  finished  5-20  for 
the  1995-96  season.

Only  a  5-4 
loss  to  Salem  State  on  April  23  prevented 
Coach  Warren  Preti's  (7th  season,  54-25-1, 
.681)  Corsairs  from  a  perfect  season. 

UMass  Dartmouth  entered  the  1996  Little 
East  Conference  (LEC)  Championships  having 
won  their  first  seven  matches  of  the  season. 

The  Corsairs'  completely  dominated  the 
LECtournament,  sweeping  all  six  singles  and 
three  doubles  flights  enroute  to  their  first 
conference  tennis  championship.  The  Corsairs 
accumulated  27  points  to  easily  outdistance 
second-place  Plymouth  State  (16)  and  the  rest 
of  the  field.

Elie  Wiesel,  survivor  of  Auschwitz  and 
Buchenwald  concentration  camps,  has  used 
his  personal  experience  of  the  Holocaust 
to  defend  human  rights  and  peace  throughout 
the  world  as  an  author  of  more  than 
thirty  five  books,  teacher  and  storyteller. 

He  has  defended  the  cause  of  Soviet 
Jews,  Nicaragua's  Miskito  Indians,  Argentina's 
"disappeared",  Cambodian  refugees,  the 
Kurds,  South  African  apartheid  victims,  famine 
victims  in  Africa,  and  recently  the  victimas 
and  prisoners  in  former  Yugoslavia.  He  is  a 
devoted  supporter  of  Isreal. 

Weisel's  efforts  have  earned  him  the  Presiden- 
tial Medal  of  Freedom,  the  United  States 
Congressional  Gold  Medal  and  the  Medal  of 


Liberty  Award,  the  rank  of  Grand  Officer 
in  the  French  Legion  of  Honor,  and  in  1986, 
the  Nobel  Peace  Prize.  He  is  the  Andrew 
W.  Mellon  Professor  in  the  Humanities  at 
Boston  University. 

His  commencement  address  went  as  such: 
...I  speak  to  you  really  as  a  student,  as 
someone  who  is  still  engaged  in  the  noble 
activity  of  learning.  For  me,  a  teacher, 
what  is  important  is  to  stay,  is  to  remain  a 
student.  Believe  me,  the  best  teachers 
that  you  had  here,  very  good  ones,  they  will 
tell  you,  if  they  haven't  told  you  already, 
they  are  here  in  the  classroom  not  only 
to  teach  you,  but  to  learn  with  you,  even  to 
learn  from  you.  There  is  a  saying  in 
Talmudic  literature,  a  very  good  master  said, 
"What  I  have  learned  from  my  teachers, 
more  I  have  learned  from  my  friends.  And 
more  than  I  have  learned  from  my 
friends,  I  have  learned  from  my  pupils."  But 
then,  once  you  become  a  student,  when 
you  are  young,  you  learn  and  you  don't  even 
know  it,  that  you  will  continue  to  learn 
to  the  end  of  your  days. ..Take  another  disease 
which  is  fanaticism,  hatred.  Hatred.  You 
cannot  say  that  God,  or  history  or  destiny  is 
responsible  for  the  hatred  a  human  being 
feels  for  another  one.  And  if  you  have  learned 
here  what  I  am  sure  you  have  learned,  the 
magnificence,  the  intensity  of  learning,  then 
you  have  learned  how  to  fight  hatred. 
Why?  Because  when  you  study  Greek  or 
Shakespeare,  or  mathematics,  or  nursing  or 
anything,  you  have  learned  the  meaning 
of  the  word  tolerance.  Even  the  minorities 
have  the  right  to  be  heard.  In  ancient  philoso- 
phy, we  know  what  they  said  to  each  other, 
and  we  know  how  they  took  it.  You  have 
learned  that  ideas  are  all  as  varied  as  ques- 
tions. Answers  to  people,  not  questions.  When 
I  would  come  home  from  my  religious 
school,  in  my  little  town,  my  Mother  would 
never  ask  me,  "Did  you  have  a  good  answer 
in  class?"  She  would  ask  "Did  you  have 
a  good  question  to  ask?"  It  is  the  question 
that  defines  the  human  being  and  his  or  her 
capacity  and  desire  for  learning.  And  so, 
my  good  young  friends,  remember  that  not  all 
questions  can  be  answered.  But  also  remem- 


ber not  to  stop  asking  them. ..What  else 
have  I  learned  here?  I  have  learned  in  my  life, 
I  have  learned  to  avoid  humiliation.  We 
were  victims  of  humiliation.  And  humiliation 
ultimately  means  self-humiliation.  Any 
person  who  wants  to  humiliate  because  of 
fanaticism,  that  person  has  already 
humiliated  himself  or  herself.  In  other  words, 
we  must  fight,  with  every  fiber  of  your 
being  and  your,  spirit,  body  and  mind. 
Fanaticism  and  racism  are  stupid.  In  addition 
to  being  unfair  and  unjust,  they  are  stupid.  To 
think  that  a  person,  because  of  his  or  her 
color  is  less  worthy  than  you  are,  is  stupid.  We 
have  seen  it  and  it  is  ugly.  And,  therfore, 
the  best  way  of  fighting  racism  is  to  expose  it. 
Expose  the  hideous,  ugly  face  of  racism. 
And  then,  my  good  young  friends  and  fellow 
graduates,  after  all,  we  have  seen  that 
fanticism  is  growing  in  this  life.  We  have  in 
Europe,  the  right  wing  extremists,  in  France, 
le  pen,  in  Germany,  the  skin-heads,  the 
neo-Nazis  and  the  right  wing  Flemish,  so  many 
fanatics  in  the  world  that  it  is  dangerous  even 
to  think  of  what  they  could  do  if  they 
gained  power.  In  conclusion,  I  have  learned 
that  evil  is  indifference.  Anger  may  be  positive. 
You  are  angry  because  of  certain  injustices 
and  you  fight  it.  Indifference  is  never  positive. 
Anger  can  be  the  beginning  of  a  process. 
You  are  angry  because  there  is  war.. .What  can 
you  teach  if  you  are  indifferent  or  if  your 
students  are  indifferent?  How  can  you  be  a 
friend  to  your  friend  if  he  or  she  is  indifferent? 
How  can  you  love  if  you  are  indifferent? 
Indifference  is  the  opposite  of  anything  you 
believe  in..,  of  anything  that  makes  us 
human  beings. ..We  are  all  responsible  for  one 
another  and  as  the  great  philosopher 
Emmanuel  Levinas  said,  I,  more  so.  And  every 
one  of  you  more  so.  Which  means  we  are 
responsible  for  our  teachers.  It  is  their  faith  in 
you  that  must  be  justified  by  you  as  well, 
as  they  were  responsible  for  you  and  there- 
fore, I,  as  a  good  student,  I  teach  you  or 
share  with  you  one  more  virtue.  And  that  is 
gratitude.  Believe  me,  unless  we  are  capable 
of  that  virtue,  open  to  it,  we  are  missing 
something.  And  so  thank  you  for  being  here, 
for  doing  what  you  have  done,  for  achieving 
so  much  in  four  short,  but  endless  years.
